Gentlemen, 

In  compliance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Local 
Government  Hoard  I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Eighth 
Annual  Report,  that  for  the  year  1914,  including  therein  an 
epitome  of  the  work  done  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  H. 
H.  Turner),  and  in  the  compilation  of  the  same  have  followed 
as  nearly  as  possible  the  recommendations  as  contained  in  the 
Memorandum  to  Medical  Officers  of  Health  on  the  preparation 
of  their  Annual  Reports,  1914,  as  issued  by  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board. 


A.  — Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 

Boundaries.- — The  District  of  the  Council  lies  mainly 
between  the  County  Borough  of  Oldham  on  the  north,  the 
Borough  of  Ashton-under-Lyne  on  the  south,  the  Urban 
District  of  Hurst  and  the  Borough  of  Mossley  on  the  east, 
and  the  Urban  Districts  of  Droylsden  and  Failsworth  on  the 
west.  It  lies  upon  the  grit  and  coal  formation,  interspersed 
with  clay,  moss  overlying  certain  portions  of  the  Parish  of 
Littlemoss,  and  varying  in  height  above  Ordinance  datum  from 
215-00  to  950-00  feet,  gives  some  idea  of  the  hilly  nature  of  the 
district. 


The  Parishes  of  Bardsley  and  Waterloo  being  industrial 
in  character  are  practically  Urban,  whilst  the  Parishes  of 
Alt,  Hartshead,  Littlemoss  and  Woodhouses  are  entirely  Rural. 
Until  March  31st  last  the  Parish  of  Crossbank,  86  acres,  with 
an  estimated  population  of  1,270  formed  part  of  the  Rural 
District,  but  since  April  1st  this  has  been  added  to,  and  now 
forms  part  of,  the  Urban  District  of  Less.  Included  in  this 
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report  will  be  found  particulars  of  Births,  Deaths,  and  cases  of 
Infectious  Diseases  in  the  Parish  of  Crossbank  for  the  Quarter 
ended  March  31st  last. 


Industries. — The  principal  industry  of  the  district  is  that 
of  Cotton  Spinning  and  allied  trades,  but  Coal  Mining  is  also 
engaged  in. 

There  are  in  the  district  four  cotton  mills,  two  print  and 
bleach  works,  one  wadding  works,  three  iron  and  roller  works, 
one  rope  walk,  one  medicated  sweets  works,  one  colliery,  one 
sponge  cloth  cleaning  works,  two  breweries,  two  quarries, 
one  machine  shop,  one  brickworks,  and  three  other  workplaces. 
All  these  factories  and  workshops  have  been  frequently  visited 
by  myself  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  every  attention  has 
been  readily  given  by  owners,  &c.,  to  recommendations  for  the 
improvement  of  sanitary  conditions,  whitewashing  rooms,  &c. 
Means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  are  provided  in  all  mills  and 
works  where  necessary,  and  all  requirements  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Acts  have  been  duly 
insisted  upon.  There  are  no  home  workers  registered  in  the 
district. 

Owing  to  work  in  the  district  being  fairly  good  Poor  Law 
Eeh'ef  is  not  in  my  opinion  above  the  ordinary.

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B. — Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

Water  Supply.— The  larger  portion  of  the  district  is 
supplied  from  the  Reservoirs  of  Ashton-under-Lyne,  Staly- 
bridge  and  Dukinfield  Joint  W^ater  Board,  and  part  of  the 
Parish  of  Alt  is  supplied  from  the  Oldham  Corporation 
Reservoirs,  the  quality  of  the  water  in  both  cases  being  excellent. 
No  cases  of  lead  poisoning  have  occurred  during  the  past  five 
years.  The  higher  or  upland  portion  of  the  parishes  of  Alt 
and  Ilartshead  being  dependent  upon  Springs  and  Wells,  the 
danger  of  Pollution  to  these  is  very  remote. 

Rivers  and  Streams.— The  river  Medlock  and  contribu¬ 
tory  streams  flows  through  the  district,  and  is  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Joint  Committee,  and 
pollution  is  very  slight.  This  occurs  in  the  upper  reaches  of 
the  river,  but  as  the  Springhead  (York)  Urban  District  Council 
have  constructed  Sewage  Works  in  the  Parish  of  Alt,  these 
works  when  completed  will  materially  diminish  such  pollution, 
and  by  arrangement,  as  stated  in  my  last  report,  would  be  able 
to  take  the  drainage  from  the  populated  portion  of  the  Parish 
of  Alt. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — There  are  three  Sewage  Works 
in  the  district  viz.  : — one  for  the  parish  of  Bardsley  and  two 
for  the  parish  of  Waterloo.  As  far  as  practicable  all  properties 
in  these  parishes  have  been  connected  to  the  sewers  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  such  works.  The  other  parishes  being  Rural  the 
drainage  of  all  new  properties  and  of  such  as  need  renewing  or 
have  caused  a  nuisance  is  dealt  with  by  means  of  Cesspools. 

Closet  Accommodation. — It  will  be  noticed  from  the 
report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  that  24  fresh  water  closets  9 
waste  water  closets  and  2  pail  closets  have  been  constructed 
in  lieu  of  privy  middens  during  the  year,  and  although  this  is 
a  much  desired  improvement  I  must  again  ask  that  the  Council 
should  earnestly  proceed  in  lessening  the  number  of  large  open 
ashpits  and  the  open  garden  cesspools  in  the  Rural  Parishes. 

House  Refuse  Removal. — During  the  twelve  months 
ended  December  31st  last,  the  following  work  has  been  done 
in  the  Nightsoil  Department : — 

In  the  parish  of  Bardsley  351  privies  194  ashpits,  487  dry 
ashpits,  726  ash  cans  2,766  pails  and  11  cesspools  have  been 
attended  to  at  a  cost  of  £138  3s.  5d. 

In  the  parish  of  Littlemoss  198  privies,  107  ashpits,  37 
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dry  ashpits,  4  ash  cans,  477  pails  and  12  cesspools  at  a 
cost  £35  Is.  lOd. 

In  the  parish  of  Waterloo  1154  privies,  633  ashpits,  610 
dry  ashpits,  1182  ash  cans,  2954  pails  and  23  cesspools  at  a 
cost  of  £244  14s.  4d. 

In  the  parish  of  Woodhouses  181  privies,  100  ashpits,  176 
dry  ashpits,  79  ash  cans,  1886  pails  and  79  cesspools  at  a  cost 
of  £58  Is.  lid. 

Public  Tips. — Public  tips  have  been  provided  in  the 
parishes  of  Bardsley,  Littlemoss  and  Waterloo.  In  the  latter 
parish  it  will  shortly  be  necessary  to  make  a  further  provision 
for  the  disposal  of  the  contents  of  ashpits,  &c. 

An  Abstract  of  work  done  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
during  the  twelve  months  ended  December  31st  last  is 
appended  to  this  report. 

There  are  no  Underground  Bakehouses,  Cellar  Dwellings, 
or  Offensive  Trades  carried  on  in  the  district. 

Slaughterhouses,  four  in  number,  have  been  regularly 
inspected  and  surprise  visits  made  by  myself  and  Sanitary 
Inspector.  All  are  kept  clean,  well  supplied  with  water,  well 
drained,  and  are  regularly  whitewashed. 

Farms,  Cowsheds,  &c. — Improvements  are  still  being 
made  among  the  farms  (96)  in  the  district,  but  I  would  again 
impress  upon  the  Council  the  necessity  of  further  pressing 
forward  the  urgency  of  making  the  old  farmsteads  more  up-to- 
date,  especially  in  regard  to  lighting,  air  space  and  water  supply. 
Four  farmsteads  have  been  attended  to  during  the  last  year. 

One  case  of  a  suspected  tuberculous  cow  was  reported  to 
me,  but  after  an  examination  by  the  County  Officer  the  notice 
of  this  was  withdrawn. 

One  diseased  carcase  was  seized  in  a  slaughter-house,  but 
not  having  been  exposed  for  sale  was  destroyed  at  the 
destructor,  Ashton-under-Lyne. 

One  case  of  Anthrax,  the  carcase  was  burnt  by  the  County 
Authority  assisted  by  the  Local  Authority,  and  the  premises 
thoroughly  disinfected  and  the  fittings  of  the  shippon  destroyed. 

Another  suspected  case  of  Anthrax  was  examined  and  the 
notice  withdrawn  after  the  County  Authorities  were  satisfied 
in  the  matter. 


Under  the  Housing  Act,  1909,  the  following  has  been  done  : 
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Housing — House  Accommodation. — House  accomrroda- 
tion  in  the  district  is  fairly  adequate,  being  mainly  of  the 
cottage  or  artisan  class,  with  a  sufficiency  of  air  space  at  the 
rear  or  the  side  of  same. 

Overcrowding. — Three  cases  of  overcrowding  were 
reported,  and  after  due  notice  the  occupiers  of  the  houses 
removed  to  larger  houses  or  separated.  No  summonses  were 
issued. 

Schools.— There  are  eight  Elementary  Schools  in  the 
district,  each  being  well  supplied  with  Town’s  Water. 

Owing  to  a  communication  from  the  Secretary  to  the 
Littlemoss  Christ  Church  Schools  on  the  16th  of  June  last,  I 
visited  these  schools  and  finding  a  great  percentage  of  infants 
absent  thought  it  advisable  to  recommend  He  Council  to  close 
this  school  for  a  period  of  three  weeks,  and  again  on  the  24th 
June  the  diseases  of  Measles  and  Scarlet  Fever  having  spread 
to  the  mixed  department  the  whole  school  was  closed  by 
order  for  the  period  of  three  weeks. 

Foods  and  Drugs. — The  administration  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  is  undertaken  by  the  Fancashire  County  Council  as 
far  as  regards  Milk,  &c. 

The  Fighting  Act  is  in  force  in  the  parishes  of  Bardsley, 
Littlemoss  and  Waterloo,  and  is  administered  by  the  several 
Parish  Councils.

C.  Sanitary  Administration  of  tha  District. 

Hospital.— The  only  hospital  in  the  District  is  the 
Hartshead  hospital,  under  the  Joint  Authority,  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  Smallpox  patients.  No  cases  admitted  during  1914. 

There  is  no  provision  for  treating  other  acute  infectious 
diseases  or  tuberculosis. 

Arrangements  have,  however,  been  made  with  the  Ashton- 
under-Eyne  Corporation  for  the  disinfection  of  “contacts” 
and  clothing  at  their  new  disinfecting  station.

Infantile  Mortality. — The  proportion  of  deaths  of 
children  under  one  year,  per  1000  births  registered,  is  equal  to 
136'54.  Ten  deaths  being  children  under  one  month  and 
24  deaths  of  children  between  one  month  and  twelve 
months  of  age.  The  particulars  of  causes  of  death  being 
shown  in  Table  IV  appended. 

Registered  deaths  of  children  under  one  year,  34.  Males, 
16  (one  transferable) ;  females,  18  ;  rate  per  1000,  3-62.  It 
will  be  seen  on  reference  to  Table  IV  that  of  the  total  deaths 
(34)  14  occurred  from  Respiratory  Diseases  and  5  from 
Premature  Births. 

Registered  deaths  of  children  from  one  to  five  vears,  29. 
Males,  10  ;  females,  19  (one  transferable)  ;  rate  per  1000,  3-09. 
Again  on  referring  to  Table  III  it  will  be  seen  that  of  these
